NOTE: new. issues: (claim 1 ) the scope of claim 1 has been slightly modified by the new limitations "having inside said 
housing" and "whereas said at least one wound electrode element is wound around and supported by said at least one pin"; (claim 21) all 
claimed limitations has been deleted in favor of the new limitation "said at least one pin directly engages a wall of said housing".
